Texarkana Gets U. S. Housing 


Is Their Plant More Permanent Than Hope's? 


Texarkana announces today that the federal govern- 


ment will build in that city 400 wholly-U. S.-owned houses 
at an average cost of $3,500 each, to relieve the accomo- 
dation shortage caused by the establishing of new War 
Department plants. But on identical facts U. S. public 
housing has been denied to Hope—and this newspaper 
does not intend to let matters rest until we are given 
equal treatment with Texarkana. 


Canadian Plane 
.Carrying Bombs 
Lands in U. S. 


,, Twin-Motored

''GREENLAND, N. H.—(/PI—A big 
twin-motored Canadian bombing plane 
still half loaded, skidded into a pan- 
cake landing in the early morning 
darkness near here Thursday with 
all members of a crew of 4 escaping 
\\ijury. 


The gas supply nearly exhausted, 


the plane landed by the light of its 
own flares otter a mission which ap- 
parently carried it over the Atlantic. 
It ploughed a deep furrow in a hay- 
(ftold before coming to rest badly 
'-anmaged but intact. 


A U. S. N"vy yard worker, whose 


home is Oniy a few feet from the 
landing scene, told an Associated Press 
reporter that'^he plane still curried 
two large bombs in its left rack but 


^Ip'd "the right 
hand 
racks were 


empty. 


The plane landed approximately 150 


miles southeast of the nearest spot on 
the Canadian border and more than 
200 miles from the New Brunswick 
line.

little to say except "we were off 
track." 


(A few hours earlier the U, S. Navy 


reported one of its own planes was 
forced down in rough seas due east of 


•^yie tip of Cape Cod, during a con- 


-idential mission, but asserted all 
members of the crew were rescued.) 


A heavy guard of soldiers from the 


army barracks near Portsmouth was 
thrown around the Canadian bomber 
long before daylight and soon after

Anyone who has carefully follow- 


ed the first-hand accounts 
of 
the 


American Army maneuvers this sum- 
ner is bound to be considerably im- 
pressed with the progress that Army 
lias made. 


These maneuvers have come about 


as close to the real thing as it is 
possible to come short of actual war. 
Real hardships have been undergone, 
cal difficulties have been surmount- 
ed; some men have died, having giv- 
en their lives for their country no 
less than if they had died in buttle. 
The llycrs and others who were kill- 
ed have, in a very real sense, given 
their lives to save those of their com- 
rades, for maneuvers are made realis- 
tic in the hope that the training af- 
forded will save lives should actual 
war come. 


Many observers believe that the 


American Army today is, for its size, 
equal in training and quality to any 
army which has not actually been 
in combat. Jt is idle to urguc that 
their training is, or can be, equal 
lo the experience of the German ve- 
tei.-ms who have survived Poland, Nor- 
way, 
France, Ihe Balkans, and Rus- 


sia. These are graduates of war's ulti- 
mate school, mic! by now they should 
be and probably are the most com- 
petent soldiers in the world. Short of 
such experience, which we still hope 
may not be necessary, the American 
soldiers of the New Army begin to 
look very good indeed. 


Apparently their physical condition 


is excellent. The mud, the chiggers 
and flooded streams and short rations 
over which they have triumphed are 
eloquent testimony of that. Weapons 
are still short, but that is being rap- 
idly overcome. Officers whose physical 
or other qualifications are not up to 
standard are being eliminated; bug: 
are being taken out of the machine-

Discouraged British 
Said Plan Wouldn't 
Work; It Did 


No spectacular sea battles mark- 


ed the U S. Navy's appearance on 
the maritime stage of the last 
World War. But mightily • impres- 
sive was its contribution to the 
Allied victory over Germany, as 
is shown in the following article 
(the last of six).

Lord Jellicoe, commander of Bri- 


tain's Home Fleet, pushed a sheet of 
figures across the table to Admiral 
William S. Sims, U. S. N., who had 
just arrived in London—simultane- 
ously with America's entry into the 
World War. 


Sims frowned as he studied the 


figures—allied merchant tonnage sent 
to the bottom by U-boats. The losses 
were greater, than he had realized, 
mounting steadily. 


He studied the sheets for a long 


time, then turned to Jellicoe: "It looks 
as though Germany were winning the 
war." 


"They will win,' 
replied Jellicoe,

Daniels had given Sims his instruc- 
tions.

Russians Force 
Germans Back 


3 Assaults on 
Southern Front 
Costly to Nazis 


MOSCOW — (ff)~ 
All day efforts by 


massed German forces to crack the 
Russian line on the southern front 
were repulsed in a violent battle the 
Red army reported Thursday while 
in the northwest around Leningrad 
three Nazi assaults cost the invaders 
more than 1,200 dead and wounded 
without gain. 


The .southern sector included the 


Ukraine and the Crimean peninsula 
but the exact scenes for the attacks 
were not disclosed by Red Star, So- 
viet army publication. 


"The onslaught lasted all day Wed- 


nesday but is now weakening and 
the Germans are falling back to old 
positions leaving 250 dead behind" 
Red Star said. 


In the north the fighting apparent- 


ly was another series of local engage- 
ments but intense combats of close 
range were reported on the perimeter 
of the Leningrad outer defenses. 


The information bureau said one 


Russian infantry unit inflicted more 
than 400 casualties on Nazi forces 
while another 200 was killed 
or 


wounded. 


Red Star said that the 6th regi- 


ment of the 30th German infantry 
tried to break through to a railroad 
station in the Starya Russia sector, 
150 miles south of Leningrad but had 
to stop for reinforcements. While it 
waited the Russians counter attacked 


German submarines in German wa- and recaptured several village.'

during World War I. British nnviil experts said it was "impossible" to 
seal the 250-mile long, 25-milo-\vidc space between Norway and Scotland.

Britain, Germany to 
Halt Activities 
in Channel 


A BRITISH PORT —tff>)— 
Britain 


and Germany will take time out from 
war in and across the English channel 
this week-end to assure safe passage 
for 3,000 pounded prisoners, half Brit- 
ish, 
half German, who hadn't ex- 


pected to see their homes before the 
end of hostilities. 


Two British hospital ships, each 


transporting 1,500 men will try lo 
make the crossing by daylight but if 
the tide prevents landing in lime tlie 
port will be lighted. 


The agreement provides for fighter 


planes, bombers and submarines to 
withdraw from the scene. The two 
vessels will be concerned only wilh 
getting the wounded out and into 
port as quickly and comfortably its 
possible.

Texarkana Gets 
U. S. Housing 


Government to 
Build 400 Homes 
at $3,500 Apiece 


TEXARKANA - A new 51,500,000 


federal housing project consisting of 
400 homes at an average cost of 
?3500 will be put under way in Tex- 
arkana by the United States Housing 
Authority within six weeks or two 
months and pushed to completion with 
all possible speed. 


The way was cleared for the pro- 


ject Wednesday night when the Tex- 
arkana, Texas, city council 
voted, 


four to one, to bring the area to be 
purchased by the government into the 
city, lo provide sewer connection, and 
lo use municipal authority to see 
that electric, gus and water utilities 
make service available. 


The project was explained to the 


council by J. N. Brewer, regional 
land advisor, and F. Olin Smith, pro- 
ject co-ordinatur from the regional 
housing authority office in Fort Worth. 
Brewer slated that eight or ten sites 
had been inspected and that the choice 
had been cut down to u few of those. 
He refused to specify the location of 
the sites under final consideration but 
they arc presumed to be close to the 
city on the west. Fifty-four acres 
will be required. 


The houses to be constructed will 


be of the duplex type, of an average 
cost of §7000 per duplex. Some will be 
of single-bedroom size, some of two 


ters." 


So when Britain's Lord Jellicoe told 


Admiral Sims early in April, 1917, 
that the British Navy could see "ab- 
solutely no solution" to the U-boat 
menace, which threatened very soon 
to win the war for Germany, Sims 
suggested convoys. 


The British had thought of con- 


voys, Jellicoe told the American, but 
they wouldn't work. For one thing, 
merchant ships traveling so close to- 
gether would probably ram each other 
executing the complicated movements 
thought necessary for eluding torpe- 
does. For another, there were not 
enough destroyers available for con- 
voy duty to make such a system prac- 
tical. 


Turning Point in War: Convoys 
Sims bowed to the British experience 


and judgment. He wrote Daniels that 
convoys seemed impractical. But the 
subject continued^ to weigh on his 
mind. The American warships had 
to come across the Atlantic any- 
way, he reasoned, why not let them 
try convoying on the way? The Bri- 
tish acquiesced. 


The first experimental convoy of 


a dozen-odd merchant ships arrived 
in England from Gibraltar on May 
20. Not a ship had been lost. The 
following day the British admiralty 
voted to establish a convoy system. 


Now Sims cabled to America to rush 


more warships for convoy duty. There 
were not enough available. The navy 
dropped its other bui}ding plans and 
laid down a rash of destroyers. Tiny 
sub-chasers, built on a hunch when 
the allies ordered some shoal water 
palrol boals early in the war, were 
pressed into service, 
\ 


The thin line that meant strangula- 


tion for England—the rising line on 
the graph of U-boat sinkings—turned 
downward. Then and there Germany 
whether she knew it or not, started 
losing the war. 


Not only merchant ships sailed the 


oceans in safety. Troopships, too. Dur- 
ing America's 19 months at war two 
million men were transported to Eu- 
rope. Not one American troopship 
was sunk on the way to France. Not 
one soldier was lost on a transport 
manned by the United States Navy. 


The convoy system was not the only 


contribution the United Stales Navy 
made to winning the first World Wai- 


Just a week after Admiral Sims 


had first proposed convoys to Lord 
Jellicoe, he broached the second of 
President 
Wilson's suggestions. Tlie 


Straits of Dover were mined to keep 
submarines bottled up in the North 
Sea, he told Jellicoe. What about fin- 
ishing the job?

At the sjiine tmic this cimver.satiun 


\viis Inking plnce in London, tin im- 
portimt conference w;is being held in 
the navy's Ordnance Bureau in Wnsh- 
ini'lon. A New England inventor had 
submitted to the. bureau a proposed 
anti-submarine gun. Its pr'mcipul me- 
chanism was long wire atilennae which 
floated in the water around the gun, 
firing it when a submarine touched 
them. 


The bureau dismissed Die gun it- 


self as impractical. But what about 
the antennae? How about putting them 
on mines? One mine equipped with 
a series of these octupus-likc arms 
could do the work of three or four I 
of 'the type of mines then in exis- 
tence. 


The idea was forwarded to Sims 


in London. The British Admiralty, still 
.skeptical, took renewed interest in 
the North Sea mine barrier. Well, ask- 
ed Simms, will you authorize the plan 
if the U. S Navy lakes on the job 
of planting the field? 


On October 22, 1917, Secretary of 


Navy Daniels received a cable: "The 
Admiralty has approved the mine bar 
rier and now confirms approval." 


The U. S. Navy went to work. A 


plant was built at St. Julian's Creek. 
Va., 
equipped to load 1000 mines a 


day. 
Twenty-three cargo ships were 


converted for mine carrying. Eight 


passenger ships were torn apart and 
turned 
into planters. Hundreds of 


men were trained to plant. 


By Hie spring of 1918 the Americans 


were ready. The first mine planters 
disappeared into the North Sea mists 
on the morning of June 8. Tim I day 
they planted a field 47 miles long, 
3400 mines placed in position in three 
hours and 3G minutes. 


It was just n month and a day later 


that the first German U-boat limp- 
ed bac kto her base, planes bashed in, 
to spread the alarm. Soon another U- 
boat was missing—in the area where 
the first was bit. Now another limp- 
ed back 16 port, out o faction for the 
duration. The psychological effect of 
the field was as damaging to Ger- 
man morale, even when submarines 
slipped through it, as were its mines 
to German U-boats. 


All summer the Americans contin- 


to plant their deadly seeds. Wjitli 


every mile the field extended, trie 
graph of oil led merchant 
tonnnge 


losses dropped n square. Fewer mer- 
chnnt ships lost , . . fewer ships lost 


. . fewer ships . . . fewer . . .fewer! 
The last mine was planted on Octo- 


ber 2fi. The American squadron of 4000 
men hnd suffered only five losses. A 
barrier 230 miles long, averaging 25 
miles in width, sealed the seas between 
Scotland and Norway. In all, 7226II 
mines had been planted. Four-fifths 
of them were designed, built, trans- 
ported and planted by the U. S. Navy. 


It was not entirely a coincidence 


that two weeks after the North Sea 
mine barrier was completed the first 
World War came to its end. 


The American Navy, though It hnd 


fought no great battles or spectacular 
actions, had in a very real way added 
new lustre lo the great tradition: the 
United States Navy fights—and wins.

The technique of the job interviewer 


is to encourage the applicant to 'put 
his best food forward." Trade tests, 
job requirements, nomenclature of the 
trade and many other methods are 
used by the skilled personnel work- 
er to ascertain the qualifications of the 
applicant. 


Where the job to be filled is one of 


considerable responsibility, operating 
dangerous equipment for instance, the 
applicant is given a test known as a 
'Labor Expediter." This individual is 
skilled in the operation of all kinds 
of equipment and machinery. The 
"Labor Expediter" takes the appli- 
cant out on the field, and under act- 
ual working conditions learns just 
how well the applicant knows his 
trade. 
Since the adoption of these 


job tests some three weeks ago, the 
quality of performance from equip- 
ment operators has improved con- 
siderably, Mr. Lorenzen stated. 


Once the applicant has been accept- 


ed by the Personnel Section, he is 
routed to the Project hospital where 
he is given a physeial examination. 
The examination is made by Dr. Win- 
ston C. Riggins, company physician. 
Dr. Riggins, although he examines 
hundreds of men, recognizes each ap- 
plicant as an individual. An indi- 
vidual seeking an opportunity to earn 
a living. If the applicant has any 
kind of defect, Dr. Riggins always 
has time to discuss the matter with 
the person and advises him regarding 
treatment necessary. 
Often a man 


whom the doctor has had to turn 
down due to a minor disability has 
acted on the advise of Dr. Riggins and 
cured the imperfection, returned for 
another examination and been accept- 
ed. 


Following the pro-employment ex- 


amination the applicant, who is now 
practically an employe, goes to the 
identification section where he is 
fingerprinted, and photographed. Still 
later he is given a badge showing his 
identification number and photograph. 
Each employe, regardless of his po- 
sition wears a badge at all times while 
on the job. 


The employer's interest in the work- 


er does not end when the man goes on 
the job. The individual is closely 
watched by supervisory personnel for 
indications of 
outstanding 
ability, 


work attitude, and other factors indi- 
cating outstanding ability. Transfers 
to better jobs are possible—in fact 
they are made every day and the 
employe is made to feel that he is an 
integral part of an important job. 


The result of this tyre of personnel 


administration is becoming evident in 
many factors. The necessity to dis- 
charge an employe is rare, while a 
policy of promotions where merit en- 
courages initativc.
